Brussels, Belgium, Feb. 24— Cen­ 
turies of spade and pioneer

In four years of war the re­ 
sult of all those centuries of labor 
was annihilated. The wiping-out of 
such an extensive region, with all its 
vast agricultural resources, was un- 
precendented in history.

Those Most in Need of Food Will 
be Given Attention First in 
Near East Relwf 


W ORK IS

Country is Placed in Districts and 
Eacn Local Doctor Designates 
The Underfed Children 


Chicago, 
Feb. 
24— That 
the 
neediest 
and 
most undernourished 
shall be fed first is a governing prin­ 
ciple of the European Relief Coun­ 
cil’s operations in Poland and other 
var-ravuged 
countries 
of Europe. 
The Council is now engaged in rais­ 
ing $333,000,000 to save the lives of 
3,500,000 starving children m Cen­ 
tral and Eastern Europe. 
It is an interesting fact that, while 
a local doctor has a place on 
each 
district 
childfeeding 
^omnrittee in 
Poland and his opinion is consider­ 
ed in determining who are the need­ 
iest children in the district, the real 
deciding factor is “ mutual control 
between fam ilies,” as a writer in the 
current issue of the American Re­ 
lief Administration Bulletin puts it. 
"It is not so much ac ,*ording to a 
plan of medical and phj^stenl exam ­ 
ination,” 
this 
article 
continues, 
“ that children are chosen, us it is 
that children who gain entrance to 
the kitchens are largely ¿ elected hv 
"popular opinion.” The slogan that 
our “ food is 
to 
go 
onlv 
to the 
neediest children” has be*n so thor­ 
oughly 
impressed 
throughout 
the 
relief 
sy stem that it is kiu wn 
by 
practically 
every 
perso i 
in 
the 
country . 
When, therefore, 
lists of 
needy 
children are made up In rny com­ 
munity 
it is most largely the ele­ 
ment of 
‘mutual 
control 
between 
fam ilies’ wdiich decides as to 
fhe 
children of which families shall re­ 
ceive lid. 


All 
children who 
enter kitchens 
receive a card. 
Those 
who 
are 
neediest 
receive, tickets 
free 
of 
charge 
and those who« .» parents 
have employ ment 
or 
some 
small 
means pay the nominal sum of emo­ 
te nth of a cent per meal. The small 
sums raised in this way are used to 
defray or partially defray the oper­ 
ating expenses of kitchens.

During the past New Year “ bar­ 
gain sales”

shopping districts of London 
have 
been continually paraded by bands 
and collecting boxes. But the most 
popular form of abuse is the street 
hand organ, and sinCe a p< lice court 
case disclosed the amounts of 
the 
daily 
collections ^ there l ave been 
many 
frauds 
on the public. 
The 
“ wounded officer” is the most profit­ 
able role. In England, the status ofj 
an armv or navy officer is consider­ 
able, the term “ officer and gentle-' 
man” being sy nony mous. Hence the 
sight of the first man clad in offi­ 
cer’s uniform try ing to » am a living 
by play ing a band organ came as a 
huge shock. 
The first ex-officer organ-grinder, 
who wore medals and was discreet­ 
ly masked, was doubtless genuine, 
but there have been many imitators. 
A few Such, w*ho had no r.ght at all 
to the uniform, were promptly ar­ 
rested and punished, bat quite 
a 
number of ex-officer organ-grinders 
appeared who certainly were ex-of- 
ficers. It is not an offence to play a 
street organ and the law aid noth­ 
ing. 
So great has the scandal become 
that the Officers’ Association made 
an investigation, which showed that 
j ex-officer 
organ-grinders,

th in g from $40 to $100 a week by a
